4. (Confidential - GLC) Carl Marcy, Senate Foreign Relat ons 
Committee staff, called to inquire about a memorandum which he s. jd 
Secretary Rogers circulated among the Foreign Relations Committe e members 
at a 9 February 1971 hearing. According to Marcy this memorandi m explained 
"what was going on in south Laos, the support being given, and wha the Thais 
are doing., " He said the Secretary had indicated the memorandum lad been 
prepared "by another agency" and could not be left with the Commit ee. Marcy 
said Messrs. Lowenstein and Moose were interested in seeing this memorandum 
before their departure on Monday and asked if I would look into it arc call him 
back. 

After checking with Mr. Joseph Wolf, Bureau of Politico-Mi u tary Affairs, 
State Department, I advised Marcy that Wolf had informed me the p mer in 
question had not been prepared by the Agency but was in fact a State paper and 
Wolf suggested Marcy contact him on it. Marcy thanked me and sa:d he would 
get in touch with Wolf.
